Foreign Minister Delcasse replied that the 
government’ ‘had taken a firm resolution not 
to undertake any further part in the expe- 
dition unless justified by grave incidents.

The Minister then stated that the govern- 
ment had given orders recalling a part of the 


| force, and that it hoped that the main body 
ot the corps would soon be at home.

Sa ves Interests of France, 


The government, M. Delcasse concluded, 
had done all in its power to protect the in- 
terests of France in China. France, he 
said, had with China a common frontier. 
which obliges her to adopt a policy of mod- 
eration, but one of. firmness. 

Amidst the cheers of the Deputies M. Del- 
casse paid an eloquent tribute to the valor 
and conduct of the French troops. | 

Deputy Marcel Sembat tried to turn the 
question into an interpellation against the 
| government's action in sending soldiers to 
China, but his proposition was repulsed by 
an immense majority. 

M. Delcasse's speech was another triumph 
for the ministry's policy. He plainly hinted 
that that policy was not to be balked by 
England’s refusal to withdraw her troops. 
He hinted that while the French troops were 
to be withdrawn as soon as possible they 
would not be withdrawn until the proper time 
for French interests.

‘MURDER DONE IN A HOTEL. 


A man who had just committed murder ran 
down the steps of the. Vernon Hotel, 102 
Randolph street, at 7 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing brandishing the revolver with which he 
had shot a Woman. At the foot of the stairs 
he brushed a 16-year-old boy aside and ran 
swiftiy east in Randolph street. The boy 
followed the murderer, and after both came 
the porter of the hotel. ; 

With a crowd gathering at their heels the 
three turned south in Dearborn street. The 
hunted man swerved into the first alley. 
There he threw away his revolver. Hecame 
into Clark street by the Grand Opera-House. 
He ran to Washington street and redoubled 
his efforts to escape to the west. 

At the County Building the boy sprinted 
past the slayer, and, turning, he endeavored 
to block him. The man struck at the boy 
viciously, but while thus checked the porter 
reached him and both rolled to the ground. 

The man was taken into the detectt 
headquarters in the City Hall. He was iden- 
tifled as Edward Forshay. The woman, 
Edna Forshay, an actress, was found dying 
with two wounds in the breast, lying in the 
hallway of the hotel. Samuel Hein, 138 WIl- 
low street, the boy who blocked the mur- 
derer, William Kennedy, the porter who cap- 
tured him; Vernon St. Johns, the proprietor 
of the hotel, an@ men who followed in the 
chase were held at the detective headquar- 
ters as witnesses. 


Letters Hint o f Double las? 

Forshay, when examined, said he had been 
the business manager of May Hosmer’s pro- 
ductions when on the road. Edna Forshay 
was a member of * company. From his 
statements, af letters which were 
found in his possession, it was concluded 
that he had 2 the woman because of jeal- 
ousy. | 

In the pocket the man's coat were found 
three letters. e was addressed to Chief 
of Police O’Neill, asking that the possessions 
of himself and of Ednd Forshay be taken in 
charge, His own effects, he said, would be 
found at Dale’s ‘European Hotel in Wabash 
avenue, the woman's at the Vernon Hotel. 
The effects were to be sent to his mother, 
Mrs, J. H. Forshey 1828 Broadway, Kansas 
City. 

All three lette had deen written yester- 
day, and had n been inclosed in envelopes. 
It was reasoned that tt had been Forshay’s 
intention to kill the woman and to take his 
own life. His purpose was only half com- 
pleted, either because his courage failed him 
or because he was hunted too closely to have 
the opportunity. 

In his letters to his mother Forshay spoke 

of the actress as if she had been his wife. 
In talking he did not admit that she had that 
claim upon him. They went to the Vernon 


Hotel three weeks ago. Three days ago he 
—quarreled with her, according to the hotel 


employés, struck her, leaving of 
the blows upon her neck. 


Buys ‘Weapon to Kill, ~ 

The woman appealed to the proprietor, and 
Forshay was ordered to leave the hotel. He 
was refused admittance when he returned. 
Then he bought a new revolver and waited 
at the foot of the stairs. 

After 6 o'clock, having been thrown out of 
the hotel twice, Forshay made one more ef- 
fort. The porter, William Kennedy, per- 
mitted him to go up to the parlor, and the 
woman came down to meet him. The maid, 
Jane Madigan, accompanied the woman into 
the parlor and there left her. She hardly 
had reached the hallway when two shots 
were fired. The man sprang for the stairway. 
The woman ran into the hall and fell against 
adoor, The porter started after Forshay and 
joined the German boy, Hein, in the chase. 

When the Tun through the streets termi- 
nated in front of the County Building with 
Forshay and Kennedy struggling on the side- 
walk,‘ Policeman John Moriarty reached the 
scene and took the men into the detective 
headquarters. Forshay did not tell a plausi- 
ble story until the letters wete found in his 
coat by Lieutenant Mc Weeney: 


Written Request to Police. 


The letter to q e Chief of Police was as fol- 
lows: 

Chief O'Neill: cindly look after our belongings. 
My trunk is in m 50 of the Dale Hotel, Edna 
Forshay’s is in Room 32, Vernon’s Hotel, 100 Ran- 
dolph street. Kindly have them packed and 
shipped to Mrs. J. H. Forshay, 1323 Broadway, 
Kansas City, Mo, My roommate, Mr. White, has 
$40. You will find the key to my trunks in my 
pocket. Hoping you will attend to these matters, 
and thanking yo ED. FORSHAY. 

The other two letters were to his mother. 
In one he said: 

Dear Mother, Sister, and All: This ts the last 
time I will ever drop my darling ones a line. 
Mother, I know that the blow will almost kill you, 
bet you must forgive your only boy, for I have 
been nearly crazy for over a year. Edna and 1 
have parted, I have been doing my best to 
forget her. It de for the best. Pray for me.

The house was 
surrounded, and with great nerve Lambert 
walked unarmed to Lascelles’ room, sat down 
beside the maniac, and, engaging bim in 
conversation, suddenly seized his rifle.

HOPES FOR HER RECOVERY, 


Another Medical Adviser Is Called Tats 
Conversation — Bulletin Announces 
Encouraging Signs in Her Condition.

Washington, D. C., June 3.—I Special. 
official bulletins regarding the condition of 
Mrs. MoKinley today were distinctly more 
favorable than any issued since the return 
of the Presidential party to Washington. 

Mre. McKinley's condition during Sunday 

was so far from showing anv improvement 
that great alarm was expressed by intimate 
friends and by the members of the Presi- 
dent's officia] family. In view of the fact 
that Mre. McKinley did not see to improve, 
and because each sinking spell seemed a 
little worse than the one which preceded it. 
it was decided to call additional medical 
assistance. 
Dr. Osler of Johns Hopkins University, Bal- 
timore, arrived at the White House early 
this morning. It was feared by many that 
his diagnosis would not be favorable, and 
therefore there was a decided period of 
rejoicing when an hour after the consulta- 
tion Secretary Cortelyou gave out the fol- 
lowing encouraging bulletin: 

Drs. Rix€y, Sternberg, and 
joined by Dr. Osler of Baltimore im consul- 
tation at 10 a. m. and report that Mrs, 
MocKinley’s condition is as favorable as 
could te expected. There is no immediate 
apprehension and a slow improvement is 
looked for.“ e

Atlantic City, N. J., June }— 
The Ranald, a British steamer, loaded with 
1.200 tons of asphalt and raw sugar, is lying 
at anchor two miles off Atlantic City in a 
sinking condition, listed at an angle of forty

Captain Cassidy came ashore for lighters, 
and said that the ship’s cargo had listed ow- 
ing to the asphalt meiting during hot weather 
off the Carolina coast.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Rock Island to Build Extensions Giving 
Entrance to Kansas City Over Its 
Own Line. 


The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
road is preparing to make extensive im- 
provements which will bring it into Kansas 
City and Topeka over ita own raile, and 
which will make it one of the short ines be- 


| tween Chicago and Kansas City. The Rock 


Island also intendts to terminate its contract 
for the use of the Hannibal bridge and will 
enter Kansas City from the north, either 
by spanning the Missouri River with a new 
bridge or by a contract to use the Milwaukee 
bridge or the Bates bridge, if the latter is 
completed. These changes have been ap- 
proved and decided upon by the Rock Island 
management and will be made soon. The 
business of the Rock Island in Kansas City 
has more than quadrupled in the last few 
years, and the company has expended nearly 
$500,000 for terminal property in the west 
bottoms, which it proposes to reach over its 
own rails. 

At present the Rock Island reaches Kansas 
City from the north over the Burlington 
tracks from Cameron, Mo., a distance of 
fifty-four miles.. From Kansas City to To- 
peka the Rock Island uses the Union Pacific 
tracks. From Cameron the Rock Island 
tracks run to St. Joseph, Mo., and to Leaven- 
worth, Kas., by way of Plattsburg and 
Platt City, Mo. The Rock Island proposes 
to gain entrance to Kansas City by building 
a line from Platte City, a distance of about 
twenty-four miles. The ine from Platte City 
has been surveyed to a point across the Mis- 
souri River near Harlem. Its construction 
will make unnecessary the use of the Bur- 
lington tracks from Oameron to Kansas 
CRY... 

The contract with the Union Pacific is.to 
be terminated by the Rock Island building 
its own line from Leavenworth to Topeka, 
Kas. This extension will put Leavenworth 
on the main line of the Rock Island from 
Chicago to Colorado, while Kansas City will 


Platte City. At present the Rock Island is 
the longest of the standard lines between 
Kansas City and Chicago, with a mileage of 
518 miles, but when ali the contemplated 
spurs and cutoffs have been completed it will 
be one of the shortest, with a mileage of 483 
miles. 
New Grain Rates Effective. 

The new tariff making a reduction of 2% 
cents from Chicago and 3 cents from the 
Mississippi River on grain and grain prod- 
ucts went into effect last Saturday. This 
brings the rates down to nearly the same as 
the cut rates the railroads have beeen mak- 
ing secretty for several months to large and 
favored shippers. | 

There was a large falling off in east-bound 
shipments last week. The lake competition 
is mainly responsible for this. All-rail ship- 
ments generally grow lighter at this sea- 
son of the year. Shipments of flour by the 
all-rail limes last week were 50,912 barrels, a 
decrease of 47,147 barrels from the previous 
week, and an increase of 25,219 barrels over 
last year. Grain shipments. of 2,685,000 
bushels were 169,000 bushels less than the 
previous week and 1,517,000 bushele more 
than last year. The provision movement de- 
creased 99 tons, and was 23,168 tons, but a 
gain of 1,050 tons over last year. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul has 
served notice on the Eastern lines that it 
will not accept the flour tariffs which were 
adopted at a meeting here on Saturday, ad- 
vaneing the lake rate to 19% cents and the 
all-rail rate to 22% cents, but will continue to 
apply the 18-cent lake rate and the 20-cent 
all-rail ‘rate. This action will force com- 
peting carriers to abandon the advanced 
tariffs and adhere to existing rates. The 


action of the Milwaukee and St. Paul is due 


to ite discovery that rates are being secretly 
cut and that large contracts have been made 
at the cut rates which it will take several 
weeks to carry out. *

The records of the Twelfth United States 
Infantry during its stay in the Philippines 
furnish an instructive example on this point.

AN ENDOWED NATIONAL THEATER. 

Two actors of high standing in their pro- 
fession, Mr. Leo Ditrichstein and Mr. Wi- 
ton Lackaye, in last Sunpay’s Trisune 
presented reasons for the endowment of 
a national theater and indicated the ad- 
vantages, both to the actor and to the public, 
which would result from such a forward 
step in dramatic progress. The statements 
of both these gentlemen are interesting 
as coming from actors of ability, and they 
are encouraging as indicating the wish for 
better things on the stage. 

Mr. Ditrichstein's position in few words 
is that we do not have good plays at pres- 
ent because the playwright has no oppor- 
tunity to put forth his best efforts, and 
that this is not the fault of managers, who 
would rather produce a good play than 
a bad one if they were sure of financial 
success, but of the public which looks upon 
the theater simply as a place of amusement 
like the horse show or the circus. A na- 
tional theater endowed by a man of refine- 
ment and honest art purpose he is certain 
“could be made a paying venture after two 
or three seasons, and by the same process 
that it has become ‘the thing’ to adore 
Wagner—i.e.; by making it the fashion,” 
If the endowed theater is to base its suc- 
céss upon the fickle moods of fashion it 
would be short lived. It must find somc- 
thing surer than fashion to appeal to or 
it might not last longer than a single season. 

Mr. Lackaye bases his argument for 
the endowed theater upon the state- 
ment that all forms of art except the 
theater are endowed. He ‘says: Isn't 
the Thomas Orchestra endowed? Isn’t 
opera endowed?” Not in the real meaning 
ot endowment. An endowment is a perma- 
nent assured income from a fund set apart 
for a special purpose, The Thomas Orches- 
tra is not endowed. A few gentlemen from 
year to year agree to meet its deficiency. 
Any year they may tire of doing this and 
when such a time comes that will be the 
end of the orchestra. The opera is not en- 
dowed in New York, Certain generous 
patrons of art subscribe for stock, When 
it does not pay dividends and the deficiency 
gets too heavy to carry they close up the 
house and the manager finds relief in the 
bankruptcy courts.

In the prez- 
ence of Mrs. Blaine and a few interested 
parents of children who will attend the 
school, thirty-five men with twelve teams 
began the work of excavation. The building 


The Francis W. Parker School has been 
planned and erected at the solicitation of 
people who live in the neighborhood of Lin- 
eoln Park and whose children attended the 
Chicago Institute for the last year. They 
wished to continue the education of thetr 
children under the methods used by Colonel

A corps of grade 
teachers with special instructors in French, 
German, physical training, art, and music 
has been engaged. A pleyground and plant- 
ing-ground will be maintained in connection 
with the school. 

The building will be two stories and basé- 
ment, in the English styte, with the base- 
ment and first story done in brick laid in 
Fiemish bond. The second story will $e fin- 
ished outside in yellow pilaster, rough cast 
work, with a roof of shingletile.

be of unusually large esse as 27x32 .feet 


Room for 180 Children. 


There will be six classrooms, each accom- 
modating about thirty children. This win 
make the total capacity of the school 180 
children. The gymnasium, which is to be a 
feature of the building, also will be used 
an auditorium and will seat about 800 
people. The construction is so planned that 
a third story may be added. 

Of the 180 pupils who can be accommodated 
in the building 162 have been registered con- 
ditionally. The rates of tuition for pupils in 
the school.are $25 per quarter for the kin- 
dergarten, $30 a quarter for the first four 
grades, and $40 a quarter for the remaining | 
four grades.

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[ LETTER OF MA RQUISE DE FONTENOY.

HANKS to the good 
Marguerite, an understanding has been 
reached between the Quirinal and the 
Vatican with regard to the new born 
child of the King and Queen of Italy. 
From time immemorial it has been a matter 
of tradition and usage that every Prince or 
Princess of the House of Savoy should be 
baptized by a Cardinal. Now it was obvious- 
ly difficult. to find any Cardinal who would 
be willing to christen a Princess of the reign 
ing family of Italy at Rome, the possession 


can never be recognized or sanctioned. As 
for a Cardinal officiating at the baptism of 
the infant Princess in the formerly Pontifical 
palace of the Quirinal, a portion of which is 


| subject to Papal interdict, that, of course, 


was not to be thought of for one moment. 

So a compromise has been effected, and it 
has been officially announced that the young 
King and Queen, as an act of affection and 
regard for their mother, the widowed Queen 
Marguerite, who is to be one of the sponsors 
of the royal infant, will have the latter bap- 
tized at her palace, which, when it still be- 
longed to the Piombino family, was leased 
by the United States Ambassador and Mrs. 
Draper, who made it the scene of much 
brilliant hospitality, 

Moreover, the infant, if it had been a boy, 
was to have borne the title not of “ Prince 
of Rome,” but of Prince of Naples,“ on the

much in the same way that in olden 
one was wont to use the pronoun thou 
in addressing the sovereign. 

Of course they would never dream of omit- 
ting the title or of using thou in address- 
ing new rich. This was a usage which the 
masses of Rome reserve exclusively for the 
members of their old patrician families, 
whose names had been household words with 
them and with their ancestry for hundreds | 
upon hundreds of years.
